THE WORLD'S SCIENTIFIC WELDERS 
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Driumph and Disappointment 


HE Royal Automobile Club are to be congratulated on the undoubted success 

of the British Grand Prix, which was run at Silverstone last Saturday. So. 

certainly, are the Ferrari équipe and cheir South American discovery, Froilan 
Gonzalez, for their joint achievement in defeating Alfa Romeo for the first time in 
a Grand Prix event. 

This was as good a race as it is possible to envisage at a venue such as Silverstone, 
with the disadvantages inseparable from a converted airfield. Owing to the archaic 
legislation still in force in this country, genuine road racing 1s still impossible here 
at present; some day, perhaps, this anomalous state of afiairs will be rectified, but 
meanwhile the best that can be hoped for is a return to racing in Donington Park, 
in Derbyshire, which holds the best circuit so far used on the mainland of Great 
Britain This, however, is bound to be a long-drawn-out matter, even if it eventu- 
ally proves possible at all, and the prospect is still further complicated by the 
unsettled international situation 

It is to be hoped that the future of the B.R.M. project will be brighter than the 
past, after the appearance of two cars in last Saturday’s race; it is not unreasonable 
to feel that the present stage of development should have been reached at least 
eighteen months ago, but that cannot be helped. What is now essential is an all-out 
programme of development to correct the admitted faults still inherent in the design, 
and the avoidance of any feeling of complacency, which would be—to say the least 
of it—premature. 


Back to Simplicity ? 


F the several forecasts of the future made by two members of the Institution 

of Mechanical Engineers in a recent Paper (page 719, The Autocar, June 22), 

the one that is most likely to appeal to the owner is that there may soon have 

to be a trend towards simplicity in car design, complication spelling expense of 
production. 

The servicing position affirms the appeal. Back in the "twenties the car owner 
could service his car in the backyard or outside the front gate. By the end of the 
*thirties he might still have done so, but only if he were keen enough on the subject 
to keep fully abreast of it, to spend money on special tools, and to dig a pit from 
which he could conveniently get at the underside of the chassis. By this time the 
general tendency was for the owner to place the care of his car in the hands of 
the local service station for the make, and it must be admitted that his confidence 
was mostly well placed and that the bills were by no means large. 

Time and the war have changed all that. Wages have risen, and skilled mechanics 
have been attracted to other industries in considerable numbers. The nucleus of 
real technicians has been sadly watered down by comparatively unskilled labour, 
and even by a few irresponsibles. Whether this is good or bad for humanity in 
general is no business of this journal, but it is thoroughly bad in certain instances 
for the well-being of a car. We know that service stations do their best; we know 
that it is easy to criticize, and that no one is perfect. But time and time again the 
car owner drives away from the service station to find that something has been 
foolishly overlooked, something lost, or something left unsecured. As he laboriously 
goes over the scene of operations with a spanner, he longs for the simplicity that 
enabled him to “do the job himself.” 

Frankly, we no longer want that degree of simplicity which had an element of 
crudity about it. But we should like to see car design sufficiently simple—and pro- 
viding a sufficient degree of accessibility—to be well within the grasp of the average 
service mechanic of today.

ARGENTINE STARS IN THE ASCENDANT—FERRARI DEFEAT ALFA ROMEO FOR FIRST TIME 


j AST Saturday’s British Grand Prix at Silverstone 


proved to be the best motor race seen in this country 

since the palmy days of 1938 and the last struggle 
at Donington Park between the Mercedes and Auto-Union 
teams. The rivalry between Alfa Romeo and Ferrari, now 
at its height, entered a new phase with the first victory in 
a straight fight for the latter marque; and, surprisingly, it 
was not one of the familiar pair of inseparables—Ascari and 
Villoresi—who brought this about, but the second Argentinian 
to achieve fame in Grand Prix racing, 27-year-old Froilan 
Gonzalez. Driving in his first race at Silverstone, and only 
his second in the 4}-litre Ferrari, he decisively defeated his 
more famous countryman, Juan Manuel Fangio, in the Type 
159B Alfa Romeo; and, be it noted, the Ferrari in which this 
was done was not the latest two-plugs per cylinder version, 
but the earlier type with single ignition. 

After much hesitation and delay, two B.R.M.s came to the 
line without any practice, driven by Reg Parnell and Peter 
Walker; both cars finished, in fifth and seventh positions 
respectively, and although unable to match the lap speeds 
of the Alfas and Ferraris, they showed the possibilities of the 
design. The 500 c.c. race which preceded the Grand Prix 
was won with consummate ease by Stirling Moss at the 
wheel of the Kieft-Norton; Ken Wharton, after stalling the 
engine of his Cooper-Norton on the starting line, drove a 
terrific race into a well deserved second place. Congratula-

Non-stop Scribe 


T is not often that your Scribe finds 
himself in one of the modern Con- 
tinental cars which some of his 

colleagues get around in more than he 
does himself, but he recently had a very 
interesting experience in this direction, 
on this side of the Channel, in one of 
the 1,750 c.c. Lancia Aurelias. Tech- 
nically, this design is full of interest, 
starting with that V-six engine (sec 
page 848 this issue) at the front, and 
the clutch and gear box at the rear end; 
coil spring if.s. on principles well re- 
membered from a long succession of 
Lancia models; and independent rear 
suspension, by exposed coil springs. 

The circumstances were just right 

for gauging a car that one senses in the 
first few miles is built for doing at least 
65 m.p.h. all day on Continental roads. 
I had occasion for a solo run to Corn- 
wall of 260 miles, and chose to do it 
the tough way without meal stops, 
though that procedure was not pre- 
meditated. It was rather a matter of 
the car getting over the ground so 
swiftly that, past a certain point, it be- 
came not worth while stopping to eat, 
and in spite of a lot of holiday traffic 
in the Somerset and East Devon sec- 
tions, the total time was quite good, 
about 6} hours, including the ferry 
crossing from Devonport to Torpoint. 
Nineteen hours in Cornwall, and the 


return run was much the same thing, 
though even worse for traffic part of 
the way and including the slower route 
over Dartmoor. Again the car did 
about a seven-hour running time trip, 
this time with three up and a con- 
siderable quantity of luggage. Neither 
passengers nor the impedimenta piled 
high in the spare seat shifted a fraction 
of an inch, in spite of the Scribe being 
unable to resist a good deal of gay 
corner work.

O test figures were being taken on 
this occasion by my colleagues 
who usually do these things; it 

was just a straightforward out and back 
$00-odd miles. It is a car in which you 
instantly feel confident and one that 
shows vividly the benefits of light 
weight (about 224 cwt as tried) in con- 
junction with an engine giving good 
power but not by any means stressed. 
The engine is smooth and also very 
nicely flexible for slow running, in spite 
of a high top and third, which give it 
its impressively easy fast cruising and a 
third gear that, in some conditions, can 
be used as an alternative top. Top is 
an indirect ratio, being geared up.

These Make Sense 
RAKES, steering, cornering and 
general handling all get high 
marks, and the general effect is 
of a car that combines practically all 
the things one likes for fast motoring, 
together with quite remarkable riding 
comfort. Many practical points I noted 
with appreciation such as a dual re- 
servoir under the bonnet, which re- 
plenishes the oil supply for the front 
suspension in a matter of moments or, 
alternatively, the hydraulic brake sup- 
ply. Other items of equipment that 
appealed, for they are now rare, were 
a reserve fuel tap, a rear window blind 
and a lever adjustment for angle of the 
front seat back rest. 

My Aurelia recollections will be 
stored in the special compartment re- 
served for outstanding cars, and I look 
forward to trying the 2-litre, introduced 
as an additional model. One of these 
made a great impression at Le Mans in 
June for its quiet, fast run, finishing 
twelfth and winning its class...

TWO MEN FOR TOWING 


AWYER-ON-WHEELS writes: A 

point of considerable importance to 
garage proprietors and indeed to all of 
us with caravans, or who tow vehicles 
to and from race meetings, was decided 
by the Divisional Court early this year 
(Hunter v. Towers). Section 17 (2 
of the Road Traffic Act, 1930, says 
that when a trailer is drawn by a motor 
vehicle one person, in addition to the 
driver of the vehicle, shall be carried 
either on the vehicle or on the trailer 
By reg. 85 of the Motor Vehicles (Con- 
struction and Use) Regulations, 1947, 
Section 17 (2) does not apply to an 
“ articulated vehicle,” which is defined in 
reg. 3 (1) as “a . Motor car with a 
trailer so attached to the drawing vehicle 
that part of the trailer is superimposed 
upon the drawing vehicle, and . . . not 
less than 20 per cent of the weight of its 
load is borne by the drawing vehicle.” 


Facts of the Case 

A garage proprietor sent his servant 
out in his breakdown lorry to bring in a 
disabled 2-ton Bedford lorry. The front 
of the Bedford was hitched by a cable to 
the crane mounted at the back of the 
breakdown lorry; a rigid towbar was 
fitted between them, and so the cortége 
came safely home—no, not quite safely, 
for the police stepped in and said that a 
trailer was being drawn and only one 
man was with the two vehicles, contrary 
to Section 17 (2). This was an articula- 
ted vehicle, the garage proprietor retorted, 
and not less than 20 per cent of the 


weight of the Bedford was borne by his 
lorry. And the justices agreed with him, 
dismissing the information 

The Divisional Court, however, held 
otherwise on the simple ground that Reg 
3 (1) said that part of the trailer had to 
be superimposed on the towing vehicle, 
whereas here the fact was that no part 
of the Bedford was superimposed on the 
towing lorry; on the contrary, a towbar 
held them apart. True, the front of the 
Bedford was suspended from the crane 
on the breakdown lorry, which accord 
ingly bore the necessary part of the 
weight of the Bedford. But the regula- 
tion did not say that tower and towed 
would be an articulated vehicle if the 
weight of the latter were superimposed 
A part of it had to be superimposed, and 
that was clearly not the case here 

It would really seem that there is a case 
for amending the regulation; for when 
the front of the towed vehicle is hitched 
up from a crane or other device on the 
towing vehicle, the two being held rigidly 
together by a towbar, the effect is exactly 
that of an articulated vehicle. But pend- 
ing any such amendment, the moral is 
clear: if you are towing your racing car 
in the ordinary way it is a trailer, and 
there must be two of you. The only case 
in which one person alone may do the 
job—towing the racer or bringing in a 
disabled vehicle—is if a part of the towed 
vehicle actually rests on part of the tow- 
ing vehicle. The most elaborate arrange- 
ment of crane, chain and towbar will not 
do.

A FOLDING CARAVAN 


MONG the advantages of the folding 
é caravan are those of easy towing, re- 
sulting from the compact design when 
folded, and easy stowage. The latter is, 
perhaps, the more important as, to the 
chagrin of many owners of compact, well- 
riding caravans, towing speeds are 
restricted by law, 

This design, which is in production by 
the Newport Coachwork Company, of 
Countess Weir, Exeter, is called the 
Wanderer Its length is 8ft, and the 
height when folded 1s 6ft. The price is 
£285. Headroom of 6ft is provided when 
the van is expanded, and the weight is 
stated to be only 8 cwt. The body con 
struction is double-skinned hardboard for 
the lower portion, with a front end of 
double canvas. Folding takes place by 
means of two aluminium bascules which 
hinge inwards, allowing the aluminium 
roof to drop down. The hinge lines and 
joints are sealed by means of canvas flaps 
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Folding can be done quite easily and 
quickly, without the use of any tools 

The value of this variety of caravan 
lies perhaps in its use by the man on a 
lone fishing or shooung tip or for pro- 
viding emergency accommodation for 
travellers. There is a double bed at the 
front of the tiny interior, and a portable 
hot-plate is operated from two smal] gas 
cylinders. A plastic sink and draining 
board are fitted. Below the main bed is 
a locker which can be converted into a 
small child’s bed 

An unusual independent suspension is 
employed, with half-axles pivoting at the 
centre of the chassis, sprung by two 
quarter-elliptics 

Advantages of this can easily be 
imagined in Continental touring, and the 
compact size when folded makes the 
caravan-car outfit considerably more 
‘navigable than usual in narrow lanes 
or on awkward sites

CONCLUDING ARTICLE ON THE DEVELOPMENT AND 
PROSPECTS OF AN EVER PROMISING TYPE OF ENGINE 


N the first part of this article (July 13) some of the 
reasons for adopting a V-type layout were considered 
and firing intervals relative to V angles were discussed. 

Another perplexing factor when deciding which type of 
engine to use is balance. This is not so easily understood 
as firing angle, but it is necessary only to analyse the funda- 
mentals (or what is going on inside) to realize that it is 
not, perhaps, so complicated as is often supposed. First 
of all, what is there to balance? Several things—rotating 
parts, reciprocating parts, gas pressure and inertia forces 
(which vary throughout the cycle), and torque variations 
and reactions. 

It is only the first two items on this list that can be 
balanced by mechanical means. If a single-throw crank- 
shaft with no balance weights is rotated, an out-of-balance 
force will be produced. To get some idea of what this 
force is like, it acts on the crankshaft bearings in a similar 
way to the pull felt on one’s hand if a ball attached to a 
piece of string is rotated at speed. In other words, there 
is a force applied to the crankshaft bearings which changes 
its point of application as the crankshaft rotates and in so 
doing describes a circle. If a balance weight of equal 
moment is attached diametrically opposite the throw of 
the crankshaft, this out-of-balance force will be eliminated. 
But it is not generally possible to do this, as the connecting

rod would hit the balance weight. Therefore it is usual 
to split the balance weight into two parts and attach 
one to each web of the crank. It is necessary to use two 
balance weights, as a single weight on one web would 
produce a rocking couple, although the crankshaft would be 
in perfect balance statically. 

Static balance means that if the journals of the crank- 
shaft were placed on knife edges (so that the shaft is free 
to roll) it would stop in any position. An unbalanced shaft, 
on the other hand, would stop with the crankpin in the 
lowest position. Balance is not complete at this stage, as, 
although it is possible to balance rotating masses quite 
simply, a reciprocating mass presents its own problems. 
When the piston and connecting rod are moving downwards 
(or upwards) there is an unbalanced reciprocating force 
which can be completely balanced only by applying an 
equal and opposite force. By fitting two extra crank throws, 
one each side of the main crank throw and located at 
180 degrees to it (see next column), dummy pistons can be 
arranged in such a way that they will produce the required 
reciprocating balance. Although this method is theoretically 
correct, it is much too complicated to put into practice, as 
there are all the extra moving parts associated with a multi- 
cylinder engine and none of the advantages of that type.

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The balancing force is produced in another way, which is, 
as with so many enginecring problems, a compromise. 

It has been shown previously that one rotating mass can 
balance another rotating mass, but it is also ‘possible 
partially to balance a reciprocating mass by a rotating mass, 
and, briefly, the idea is to increase the magnitude of the 
balance weights on the crankshaft so that the vertical com- 
ponent of these weights acts in an opposite direction to 
the reciprocating components and so produces balance 
But, unfortunately, the reciprocating components cannot be 
completely balanced in this way, as if the increase in balance 
weight were equal in moment to the piston and connecting 
rod, the out-of-balance force and its consequent vibration 
would merely be shifted from the vertical to the horizon™l 
plane. Therefore it is usual to arrange the magnitude of 
the weights balancing the reciprocating masses so that they 
are equal to half the moment of the latter. This has the 
effect of reducing the vertical out of balance by half and 
introducing a horizontal out-of-balance force equal in 
magnitude to the resultant out of balance in the vertical 
position. 

With a V-twin engine with cylinders set at 90 degrees,

The wide spacing of the 
the problem of balance is perhaps less complex than with 
a single-cylinder engine, as there are two sets of reciprocat- 
ing parts moving at right-angles. These two forces combine 
and produce a single constant radial force which can be 
balanced by a suitable weight diametrically opposite the 
crankpin. This eliminates the primary out of balance on 
a two-cylinder V-engine, but a secondary unbalanced force 
remains, which, incidentally, has twice the frequency of 
that of the crankshaft rotation, and therefore the V-twin 
has the same degree of balance as a four-cylinder in-line 
engine 


Alternatives 


A V-eight engine can have two crankshaft arrangements, 
a simple type of four-throw crank with the throws at 180 
degrees, or as is generally used today, a four-throw crank 
with throws at 90 degrees. The first type was used in 
the Rolls-Royce “Legalimit” and the second in the Ford 
V8 and most V engines today. With the single plane 
crankshaft the direction of the secondary out-of-balance 
forces depends on the angle between the two banks of 


cylinders enables very simple valve gear to be used 


cylinders. With a 90-degree V there is a firing impulse 
every 90 degrees of crankcase rctation, but an out-of- 
balance force in the horizontal plane (looking at the front 
of the engine Any V angle from 0 to 180 degrees can 
be used, but the components of vertical and horizontal 
out-of-balance force will vary accordingly. If the V angle 
is reduced to 60 degrees, the out of balance will be in the 
form of a rotating force, which, unfortunately, cannot be 
balanced by a rotating mass attached to the crankshaft, as 
the force rotates at twice the crankshaft speed. Also the 
firing impulse will occur alternately at 120 and 60 degrees, 
is distinct from every 90 degrees with a V of that angle 
If a crankshaft with throws spaced at 90 degrees is used, 
it is possible to build a V-eight with 90 degree V-angle 
where both primary and secondary out-of-balance forces 
are eliminated. This was done many years ago by the 
Ford Motor Company, who produced what can perhaps be 
called the father of all modern V-eight car engines. 

A four-throw crankshaft with throws at 90 degrees was 
not used in the very early engines such as the Rolls-Royce 
“ Legalimit” because it was a more complicated shape to 
produce, especially by the forging methods which were in 
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use in those days. Ford’s overcame this problem by cast- 
ing the crankshaft, an innovation at the time, but it per- 
mitted cheap quantity production of a very complicated 
shape. 

The Ford approach to the V engine was essentially that 
of a manufacturer wishing to produce a robust and efficient 
engine in very large quantities and at a minimum cost. The 
main cylinder block casting had three upper machined 
faces, of which two accommodated the cylinder heads, while 
the third, horizontally placed between these two, carried 
the inlet porting. This solved the problem of matching 
a single manifold casting to two banks of cylinders. A dual 
carburettor was fitted, which prevented any problems of 
carburettor unbalance of the type associated with multiple 
carburettors. Located above the crankshaft, the camshaft, 
running in three bearings, operated the side valves in the 
conventional way by means of short non-adjustable tappets. 
The valve clearance was adjusted by grinding the ends of 
the valves. The oil pump was driven from the back of 
the camshaft by means of gears, while the petrol pump 
located high up to the rear of the engine was operated by 
push rods and bell crank mechanism. Twin water pumps 
were fitted and these were driven by a single belt which 
also rotated the dynamo and fan. The ignition distributor 
was mounted on the front end of the crankshaft and con- 
sisted of an eight-lobe cam and two contact breakers 


Getting Smailer 


While the Ford V8 pointed the way for the car of around 
20 R.A.C. horse poWer rating or over, the possibility of 
a V arrangement for a small size engine was investigated 
by Lancia. This company produced a whole series of what 
can be called “staggered V” engines, starting with the 
Lambda in 1922. With the exception of the V-cight 
Dilambda, all pre-war Lancia engines were of V-four 
formation and one of the best known in the Aprilia, which 
was first built in 1937. The V-four was no doubt originally 
designed with the idea of producing a power unit of extreme

Fore and Aft Length 


It was not long before the potential advantages of the 
short engine were realized, and one has only to sit in the 
rear seat of a pre-war Aprilia—a car of moderate overall 
dimensions—to realize the gain in passenger space that a 
V-type engine allows. Why have V-four engines been 
produced in any quantity by only one manufacturer? There 
is nothing fundamentally wrong with the layout from the 
design angle. A four-throw crank is used, and with modern 
machines it should be no more difficult to produce a shaft 
with throws in two planes than one which has its throws 
in one. The cylinder block and head castings should present 
no particular problems, and, in fact, the only part of the 
engine that is likely to require extra attention is the valve 
gear, which on pre-war Lancia engines, it must be admitted, 
had a greater number of parts than a conventional push-rod 
overhead valve gear—nevertheless it did operate inclined 
valves seated in hemispherical heads from one camshaft. 
Generally, it is possible to provide more simple and direct 
valve operation with a V engine than with a vertical in-line 
unit. 

With a side valve layout the camshaft can be relatively 
much higher up and farther out from the centre lines of 
the cylinders on a V engine. This in turn can enable a 
more compact combustion chamber to be designed. Also, 
if a high performance engine is required, the position of 
the camshaft will enable inclined valves (working in a 
hemispherical head) to be operated without the added com- 
plication of a “cross-push” layout. Lancia Ardea and 
Aurelia engines have yet another system of valve operation 
which is worthy of note owing to its simplicity. They have

because of the crankshaft arrangement) than a usual V 
engine has, and this increase in space enables the inclined 
valves to run in line with the longitudinal centre line of the 
car. The push rods operate cranked rockers mounted in 
detachable pedestals—an arrangement used for many years 
by motor cycle manufacturers. This is a distinct improve- 
ment on the rather complicated system used on the pre-war 
engines 

The V-six Lancia engine is perhaps one of the most 
idvanged engines so far produced, and it is another example 
of clever compromise. The engine length is not as short 
as one would at first expect, yet it is considerably shorter 
than a six in-line engine, and the extra space between the 
cylinders permits the use of simple valve’ gear similar to 
that of the Ardea engine. Even firing with one impulse every 
120 degrees of the crankshaft is obtained by spacing the 
crank throws at 60 degrees. The primary, and secondary, 
balance is good, but there is a primary and secondary rocking 
couple. This is a theoretical snag and is, perhaps, one 
reason for mounting the gear box in unit with the rear 
axle mechanism. By doing this, the magnitude of the mass 
affected by the couple will be reduced, and in consequence 
the engine mountings will have less work to do. 

The V-six engine has so many potential advantages that 
in time other examples of the type will, no doubt, be pre- 
sented. It is very suitable for the 2-litre car which is 


considered by many as a useful size, a type of car that 
must have smooth, quiet performance, low weight and 
plenty of passenger space. A V-six engine would “fill the 
bill” —without the added complication of eight cylinders, 
which will remain attractive for the largest cars. In brief, 
two cylinders for cars up to 600 c.c., a V-four for the 
1,000-1,500 c.c. class, a 2-litre V-six, and the V-ceight for 
cars of 3 litres and over

NEW CAR ASSEMBLY PLANT 


IS CLAIMED TO BE THE MOST 


ESTERDAY there was opened by the Minister of 

Supply at the Austin factory at Longbridge, Birming- 

ham, a new car ly plant. This is claimed to 
be the most modern in the world, and few of those who 
have seen it would deny the proud boast. But it is not only 
the fine and imposing building, some 900ft in length, fronted 
by lawns and flower beds, which impels one to accept the 
claim, for the complex machinery and equipment it houses 
reduce the task of assembling a car to virtually a series of 
automatic operations. True, there are operatives in attend- 
ance on the vast machine, which is fed with the necessary 
components at one end—and at certain other points—and 
which produces finished cars at the other end; but the possi- 
bility of mistakes, arising from the human clement, is 
practically eliminated. 

Before describing this ultra-modern plant in detail, it is 
interesting to cast one’s mind back forty-six years, for it 
was in 1905 that the late Lord Austin, then Herbert Austin, 
founded the Austin Motor Company in a small derelict

in 1909 the first Austin Seven appeared, a single-cylinder 
open two-seater which may be considered as a forerunner 
of the more famous Seven of 1922, since it was an carly 
attempt to produce an economical low-powered car. 
By the end of 1910 production had reached 576 cars per 
annum. Four years later the output had risen to 1,500 
cars a year, but the first war then came and there was a 
switch over to munitions.

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A.40 Devon saloon was introduced and was quickly fol- 
lowed by the Sheerline and Princess, and in 1948 by the 
A.70 and A.90. Production rose to 136,600 vehicles a year, 
and in the last financial year, ended July 31, 1950, it reached 
157,625. This figure will undoubtedly be raised by the new 
assembly plant, for it has been designed to produce 2,000 
A.40s per week in addition to smaller numbers of the larger 
models. 

The new building is 900ft long and the amount of glass 
in walls and roof at once strikes the eye—60,000 sq ft of 
it. At one end is a receiving deck with a “saw-tooth” 
side, so that numerous trucks can unload supplies of parts 
and small units and then move off without difficulty.

BRAKING 
What Happens When Brakes Are On? 


163520.}—I am very sorry to say that I do not think that the 
torque in the links causes the front of the car to dip when 
braking hard (vide: page 570, May 18 issue 

When braking a car a rearwards thrust is applied at the 
four points where the wheels touch the floor. As cach wheel 
is in equilibrium this thrust can be replaced by a force applied 
in the centre of the wheel and parallel to the thrust, and a 
couple (reaction to the couple applied by the shoes) that is 
absorbed by the frame. That couple tends to bend the frame 

The resultant of the four forces lies in the plane determined 
by the geometrical axles of the wheels, but the t 
those braking forces is applied at the centre of gravity of the 
car, that is, above that plane. So a couple is generated and 
can only be equilibrated by the reaction of the floor at each 
wheel, so that couple will tend to apply the front wheels against 
the floor and lift the rear ones 

I think that those “bending couples” can be neglected in 
face of the last mentioned, but this analysis would be quite 
long Micue.

ELECTRIC KETTLES 
Practical Experience and Useful Advice 


[63521.}—With reference to the above, I think perhaps your 
correspondent might find the following notes based on my own 
experience useful. I used a 12-volt kettle during my holiday 
tours abroad both last year and this year and found it very 
useful and convenient. The initial surge on the battery runs 
up to 10 amps, but drops back slightly as the water warms up 
Certainly I found it a heavy drain on the battery, but only 
if the car was stationary with engine still. 

I found, by trial and error, that the most satisfactory method 
was to decide in advance at what time the “brew-up” was 
required, and then plug in the kettle about 20 minutes before 
whilst still on the move. A plug in the spout prevents water 

cing swung out by the car’s motion, and the lid allows the 
steam to escape by rising slightly. As soon as the water boils 
stop and make the tea. By this means I have made tea as 
many as three times during the day. 

The charging rate shows about 10 amps during the boiling 
period, and for about the first five miles after switching the kettle 
off. The charging rate then drops off to normal. It is evident 
that the current taken from the battery is comparatively slight by

FRONT WHEEL DRIVE 
Slip Angle and Torque 


{63522.}—Mr. H_ Birkett [63513] misquotes [63499]. He read 
‘incorrigible power slides inherent in front-wheel drive” for 
the elimination of incorrigible power slides which are inherent 
in front-wheel drive,” thus getting the point, which should have 
been clear from the context, the wrong way round 
He postulates a theory which he bases on the assumption that

“the slip angle is markedly increased by the addition of torque, 
either by drive or braking.” Mathematical consideration shows 
this not to be the case. The slip angle is the angle between the 
actual path, and the plane, of the wheel. The actual path is 
the resultant of two forces—the component acting axially to 
the wheel, and caused by the car’s centrifugal force, and the 
component acting in the plane of the wheel, caused by the car’s 
speed and the torque applied. Since the centrifugal force is a 
function of the speed, the only method of altering the slip 
angle at a given speed is by altering the torque. Now, from 
the parallelogram of forces, increase in torque (drive) will de- 
crease the angle of slip, and decrease in torque (braking) will in- 
crease the angle. This result will be aggravated by the 
transference of weight from the front under acceleration and to 
the front under deceleration. For a car to understeer, the front 
slip angle must be greater than the rear 

Consider Mr. Birkett’s example of an f.w.d. car taking a 
corner too fast. With the power on, the car will slightly under- 
Shut the throttle, and, from the above, the front slip

BRIGHTON RALLY 
Competitors Angle on Test 3 


[63523.]—On reading your cevort of the Brighton Rally (July 13 
issue), I was surprised to see the acid remarks on the quality of 
driving in Test 3. To the onlooker, who thinks he sees all, and 
viewing the test from a static position, it may appear very 
simple, but to even an experienced driver trying to hurry this 
particular test presented a handful of oil drums in no apparent 
order, some of which were painted red (a poor colour to pick 
out in bright light) and a few faint arrows scratched on the road 
in chalk 

Definite proof of the fact that the organizers admitted that 
the marking left a lot to be desired was supplied, as after some 
fifteen drivers had attempted the test two marshals (very 
brave ones) were stationed at the doubtful points to keep 
drivers on the course. Incidentally, those early numbers who 
made errors here were not offered a re-run after the clarifica- 
tion of the test, and duly had 30 seconds added to their times, 
which in this type of Rally is akin to disqualification

PARKING 
Clear Obligation on the Authorities 


Ministry of Transport’s Report, “London 
page 24, paragraph 59, the following words 
Royal Commission on Transport, July, 


63524.|—In the 
Traffic Congestion,” 
of the Report of the 
1929, are quoted :— 
“In many places cars are frequently left on the public roads 
for long periods at a time—often on each side of the street— 
and many people seem to think that they have a perfect right 
so to leave their cars. This is an entire fallacy. The streets 
are intended for the movement of traffic of all kinds, not for 
the purpose of parking cars while the owners or persons in 
charge are engaged on business or pleasure.” 

It is here clearly stated that it is a fallacy to believe that people 
have a perfect right to leave their cars in the streets; that, mn 
fact, the streets are intended for the movement of traffic not 
for the purpose of parking cars. This, however, clearly implies 
the obligation on the part of the authorities to provide places 
for the parking of cars. It is obvious that if “the streets are 
intended for the movement of traffic” some provision must be 
made for this traffic to stop when it reaches its destination. It 
cannot be expected to circulate for ever, otherwise the purpose 
of the movement is presumably defeated 

Just as the railways have to provide sidings on which to park 
their wagons when not actually engaged in movement, so, pre- 
sumably, the highway authorities, by the very implications of 
the paragraph quoted above, are under the obligation to provide 
the necessary facilities when they reach the end of their journey 
This duty they have singularly failed to discharge 
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In Paragraph 60—in their interim report (December, 1944 
the Committee on Road Safety said at Paragraph 210— 

tanding vehicles in busy streets cause danger to road 

users and congestion of traffic. Road accident statistics show 

that many casualties are caused through pedestrians having 

their view of traffic obscured by standing vehicles, with the 

result that not infrequently they step out from behind a 

stationary vehicle in front of a moving one. Danger is also 

caused to the pedal cyclist who is diverted from his course 
close to the kerb into the main traffic flow each time he 
encounters a standing vehicle.” 

It is, therefore, clear that in the opinion of the Committee on 
Road Safety the failure of the highway authority adequately to 
discharge its responsibility to provide satisfactory parking space 
is largely responsible for the accidents on the road. 

Before the war there may have been some reasonable excuse 
that it was impossible or, at amy rate, very difficult to find 
adequate space in which to provide the necessary parking facili- 
ties. Since the war and owing to the incidence of bombing, 
huge areas have been made derelict and are, therefore, available 
for this purpose. Any excuse such as lack of space has, there 
fore, been removed. 

From the above it is quite clear that the highway authorities, 
be they national or local, can be held largely responsible for the 
present rate of traffic accidents. It is also clear from the above 
paragraph that if there is any serious desire on the part of 
the highway authorities, the Ministry of Transport, and so on, to 
reduce the number of accidents, it is their duty to provide the 
necessary parking facilities 

There can, of course, be no question of a parking fee, since 
this, in effect, constitutes a toll road. It is accepted as the 
duty of the highway authority to provide roads for the move 
ment of vehicles of all kinds,/but there is no suggestion that a 
fee should be paid for the use of these roads. Almost all toll 
roads in this country have been abolished. Vast sums are levied 
annually in taxation on motor vehicles, and out of these funds 
the highway authority has the obligation to provide a satisfactory 
network of roads. 

The railways constructed not only their routes but also their 
sidings. Since, as is pointed out by the Royal Commission on 
Transport, the streets are intended for the movement of traffic, 
there is a clear implied obligation to provide the necessary 
standing space for that traffic at the end of its journey, and 
this must be provided in the same way as the roads themselves, 
not at the expense of the individual user, as in the form of a 
parking fee, but out of the general revenue provided by the 
inordinate motor taxation of today 

To suggest that it is necessary to provide a parking attendant 
ludicrous. When cars are parked in the streets, as 
il present, no parking attendant is provided or needed. When 
the large bombed areas are levelled and made available for the 
parking of vehicles there will be no more need for an attendant 
to stroll about amongst the cars than there is when the cars are 
in the streets. There is no more need for an attendant to 
allocate a particular space to any particular car than there 
is for an attendant to allocate any particular space in the street 
to any particular car 

It is, therefore, obvious that until the authorities provide ade- 
quate free parking space, all road safety campaigns, placards, 
and so forth, must be regarded as hypocritical claptrap, since it 
will then be clear that the authorities prefer to devote their 
efforts and funds to road safety campaigns rather than to the 
safety of the roads themselves M. WAGNER.

MARSEILLES 


Y the time the first stage of the Rally 
Benies at Milan, on Friday last, 
British and drivers looked well 

set to repeat their Alpine Rally successes 
of past years but much could happen, of 
course, in the following stages to Coruna, 
ound the Circuit des Dolomites, on to 
Innsbruck, from thence to Chamonix, and 
finally down to Cannes Also, it seemed 
that Fate had conspired to make things a 
little easier than usual for the competitors, 
because a discrepancy between two clocks 
n taking the time for the most difficult 
section from Guillestre to the Italian fron 
tier at Montgenevre meant that two extra 
minutes were allowed, and it seemed to 
have saved the bacon of a number who 
would otherwise have been penalized 
Then the final run in from Monza to 
Milan was in such difficult conditions, with 
thick traffic and too few police and direc- 
tion signs, that the time penalties at the 
Arena—the parc fermé—were cancelled 
Before the start at Marseilles the cus- 
tomary rumours were rife. The Col 
d’Izoard, it was said, was in an impossible 
condition. Other cols were reported still 
closed by snow. Some, too, had already 
suffered misfortune. Sydney Allard’s car 
hit a wall on the way down when the 
driver was dazzled by oncoming lights: so 
Sydney, who was coming down by air, was 
wired not to start. Then Murray Frame 
was forbidden to start by doctor’s orders 
because of an ankle damaged in England,
